LAND FOR SETTLERS. 


Facts About the Kiowa Reser- 


vation In Oklahoma. 


SOU E10H AND STREAMS ABOUND. 


Chlonwoan Wlio Hn» Trui-elcd Over 


tlic Rc-»*r-mtion Say* It I» Oac of 
tlie Bent \Vatcrcd Tracts West of 
the »Il»«lasJi>l>S—Plan to Avoid Wild 
ScrauibSes. 
Down In the southern corner of Okla- 


homa lies a patch of Indian luad witb 
swarming lines of -vvbitos surronndiug 
it and awaiting tlie wonl to rush in 
and fill It AVlUi ctvlliEatioa. 
Fatfh 


may harjly be the word, for there arc 
about 4,000 square miles of roiling 
prairie. With a rich soil, few liHIs ncd 
many streams, it is Eaitl to bu one of 
the fairest pieces of virgin soil known 
to man. 


This land of promise Is now tlie res- 


ervation of the Kiowa, Apache actl 
Comanelis tribes. Uncle Sam 
has 


made a treaty by -s-lsieh the Indians 
are to cboos,e farms 3n severally and 
then give up the rest ot the land in 
exchange for 52,000,000. The president 
Is expected to issue a proclamation 
within tlie nest three months throwing 
ooen tfcls Irpe territory to settlement 
under the homestead act. Alreaily 
hungry tlious.ancls of prospective set- 
tlers Jaavc Socked into the towns of 
Oklaijoraa, Indian Territory and Texas 
on the border of the reservation, and 
other thousands are in camp alens the 
boundary line. 


If old methods me followed, the 


grand rush will mate another of the 
picturesque events In the history o£ 
tlie vest. There are supposed to be 
more than L'.o'-W.OOO acres of land in 
tbe reservation. The Indians nuuibor 
about 3,000, nach of them is entitled 
to select a fntia of 100 acres, -winch 
vrill lequire 4bO.(KK) acres. The govern- 
ment will also set aside for them 480,- 
000 acres of grazing lands in one or 
more tracts. The Indians* ^-ill There- 
fore retain 900,000 acres, leaving more 
than 1,000.000 acres, possibly as ninny 
as 2,000,000, for tho \vwws- 


lltnry McGurrcu of Chicago recently 


drove ubont the reservation in a car- 
riage to spy out the hind and brings 
back information that bas the merit of 
being disintere^ml and competent. 


"I drove from Anadarko, in the north- 


eastern corner of the reservation, to 
Fort Sill and beyond and made Bide 
tours," said Mr. McGurren to a report- 
er of the Chicago Record-Herald. "The 
country impressed me as beiuff one of 
tie finest tracts I bad ever scon. It is 
only cultivated by the Indians in small 
spots. BO that most of it is virgin. The 
iand is rolUng, like that of lou-a. On 
tbe map you will find one section 
marked Wichita mountains, but In tbe 
far west they would rank only as hill?. 
The Keectie hills. In the northeast cor- 
ner, are insignificant aflnirs. It Is an 
important fact that the reservation is 
covered ^vith a network of streams, 
and I found these all with clear run- 
ning water. 
It ia one of the best wa- 


terud tracts west or the Mississippi. 
Most of the streams have well denued 
banks five to ten feet high, and many 
of them have gravelly bottoms. 


"In The northern part of the reserva- 


tion the soil !s a rich red, while farther 
south Jt is more of a black loam. It is 
deep and fertile, and 1 saw corn groov- 
ing 15 feet high. There were also fine 
crops of cotton, wheat and grass. There 
are beautiful valleys in e\ery direc- 
tion and many long, grassy mesctovvs 
In the bottoms of the creeks. Tbe land 
south of Fort Sill appears to be richer 
than that to tbe north, and it is some- 
what better -watered. 
1 spent two 


weeks wandering about the rescrvfttion, 
and I frankly admit 1 was delighted 
with Jt 


"It Ss espected tne president -will is- 


sue his proclamation not later than 
Aug. 6. Tbe people of that section 
hope to avoid the old time stampede, 
with its jumping of claims and crime, 
aad they have asked the authorities to 
allot the land by a sort of lottery. It 
is proposed that every one wanting to 
take up land shall register his nnme 
with certain officials and deposit S14 to 
cover the nsnaS fees. After a stated 
time tbe books are to be closed, and tbe 
quarter sections ere to be divided 
among the applicants by lot. This will 
give all an equal chance Instead of giv- 
ing the strong and tbe criminal the ad- 
vantage. 


"The theory in that country Is that 


the reservation will be divided about 
equally into four counties, -which will 
belong to Oklahoma. The government 
will reserve town sites for county 
seats, and tbe lots will be sold by auc- 
tion, no one buyer being permitted to 
bid In more than one business and one 
residence lot. Tbe government will al- 
so reserve Certain lands from entry for 
the benefit of -education. Sections 1C 
and 36 of each township will be re- 
nerved for the common schools and sec- 
tions 13 and 33 for the university, agri- 
cultural college, normal school and 
public hnlidSngs of Oklahoma. 


"There is a strong Impression in Ofe- 


laboioa that the chief town in the new 
coantry will be located near Fort Sill, 
probably sosuewbat to'tbe south of It, 
In order to jwt tbe benefit of n stream 
with a goo<J Bow of water. They are 
Already talking of a probable town of 
10,000."
